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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

1. Claims 1, 2, and 13, drawn to the strength of surface acoustic waves received by 
the receiving means is measured, and the wave number of the burst wave to be 
appUed to the exciting means is controlled based on the measured strength of 
surface acoustic waves, classified in class 345, subclass 177. 
IL Claim 3, drawn to eliminate noise included in the received signals of surface 
acoustic waves received by the receiving means, a smoothing process is 
performed on the received signals by a moving-average method, classified in class 
382, subclass 260. 

III. Claims 4-9 and 1 1, drawn to the received results of surface acoustic waves when 
no object is in contact with the substrate are stored, and the stored received results 
and received results of surface acoustic waves when an object is in contact with 
the substrate are compared, and the contact position is detected based on the 
comparison result, classified in class 178, subclass 18.04. 

IV. Claim 10, drawn to when a plurality of contact positions are detected, since only 
one correct contact position is present, the contact width of the object is calculated 
for each of these plurality of contact positions, and the contact position with the 
largest contact width is determined to be the contact position of the object, 
classified in class 345, subclass 173. 
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V. Claim 12, drawn to in a plurality of contact positions detected in a time series, the 
distance between adjacent contact positions in time is calculated, and, if the 
calculated distance is longer than a predetermined value, the succeeding contact 
position is invalidated, classified in class 345, subclass 156. 
2. Inventions I, II, III, IV and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the touch panel device of invention II- V does not require a measuring section 
and a control section of the invention L The touch panel device of invention I and III- V does not 
require a smoothing section of the invention 11. The touch panel device of invention I, II, and IV- 
V does not require a storing section and a comparing section of the invention III. The touch panel 
device of invention I-III, and V does not require a judging section, a calculating section, a 
comparing section and a determining section of the invention IV. The touch panel device of 
invention I-IV does not require a memory section, a distance calculating section, and a judging 
section of the invention V. The subcombination has separate utility such as each of the touch 
panel of inventions I-V can detect a touch position and can work by itself 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104,

divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
